In theſethree balliages(theterritorics ofthe Lordſhip 
of Genaua being comprehended) which are incloled 
within the fame, there hath in times paſt bcenealmoſt 
3 © ©. good villages , bcſides the hamlets and hou- 
ſes ſtanding ſcattered in diuerſeplaces, barnes, and a 
great number of Caſtles, whereofmorethen the halte 
of them hauebene burnr,deſtroyed, and ouerthrow-

en intheſelaſt warres, Part whereof are hereynts a- 
nexed.. k | 

Long timeſince,as it were naturally, and by inhe- 


ritance,trom the Fathervnto the ſonne, the Dukes 8: 
| Earlesof Savoy hauevſed many meanes,and fought di- 


uerſe occaſions both by practiſcs and violence, to 
make themſelues Lords of the towne of Gexeua, the 
moſt faire and greateſt Citie (whatſocuer ) in thoſe 
partes , andisthe key, whereby (if = coulde in- 


loy theſame)they mightenter into Switſerland. The 


Duke laſt deceaſed, hauing obtained the three ballia. 
ges aforcſayd, duringthe time of his life, did greathe 


 moleſt andtrouble(although verieſubtilly) the com- 


mon-wealthof Genexa,yet not minding toenter into 
an open warre with the ſayd towne,the diſcommodi- 
ties whereof he had otherwiſe oftentimes aſſaied and 
experimented, But Charles Emanuel his fonne,notlong 
afterhis entrie into theeſtateof rhe Dutchie of Sauoy, 
did preſently diſcouerand make knowen his cuill wit 
and hatred vnto the ſayde Citie of Genena, by ſecking 
to ſurpriſe the ſame 1n the yeere15 8 2. and at that 
timeſhewed his forces before it,threatning th:mwith 
a greate armie,vnderthecondudt of the Earle of Raco- 
n1s,Piamontois, Not long time after hauing eſpouſed 
Ladie Katherine,theyongeſt daughter of the king of 


Spaine,he tooke afurther matter in hand,that was, to 


muadeallthe Countric lying about the Lake of Le- 
m4n,which appertaineth vnto the Canton of Berne, 
thinking by that means in ſhorttime to become Lord 
of Geneua, which Towne in the meane time did not 


| ceaſeto be much moleſted and troubled, not onely 


by his foragers,cxactors,and commiſſaries,butalſo rg 
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of Geneusa 
be ſolicitedand tempted by diuerſe means, both with 
faire promiſesand threatnings . To the which end he 
hadappointed Francis Melchior de Saint Ioire, Baron 
' of Ermaus,with other his adherents,thatthey ſhould 
| ſecretlypraftiſein the Countrie of Vaut,thewinning 
and taking (atacertainedaie appointed) of the caſtles 
of Chillon,Yeuay, Lauſanne, Morges and Nov, princi- 
pall places ſcituated about the Lake . Hee had like- 
wiſe madea viewand muſter of all his forces,and had 
alreadie cauſed a part thereof to paſſe the mountains. 
Hee heldea great gariſon within the Caſtle of GeF,as 
alſo inthe countrie of Cluſe, and thecaſtle of Thonon. 
And within the forte of Ripaiic about a quarter ofa 
league fromThoron,he keptagarriſon offiuchundred 
Picmontois,men purpoſely choſen out,where he had 
likewiſe rwogallies,great8& ſufficient inough to hold 
two hundreth men in each gallic beſides their furni- _ 
ture,which werereadieatall rimes to be lanchedinto 
the Lake if occaſion ſhouldſerue. During theſeprac- - 
tiſes, the Duke fell in hand with another enterpriſe, - 


in the monethof October1 5 8 8.v{urping vpon (the ' 


crowne of France) the Marquiſate of Saluſſes in Pia- 
mm: which in ſhorttime hauing brought to effect 
by meanes of the intelligences hee had within the 
ſame,hee cauſed tis pretence to bee put in practiſe a- 
eainſt theſtatesof Berneand Genena,whoin the meane 
time continued vetie peaceableaud quiet, although 
Geneuainduredgreat iniurie by meanes that the trat- 
* fiqueandvictuals werehindered and kept from it. V- 
. pontlusoccaftonthe French king, Henrie the 3,being 
[ moued with the vfurpation 'ofhis Marquiſate,by his 
3 Ambaſſadors ſolicited the Seigniors of Berne and Ge- 
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The Troubles w- 
neua,together with ſome of the Cantons of Switſers, 
' the Valoiſons and Grifons, to aide and aſſiſt him a- 
gainſt the Duke of Sawoy,by whom he alleadged him- 
{clfe to be vniuſtly aflailed and: deſpoiled: The con- 
cluſion wasto inuade thoſe countries which he held 
about Gereua,meane time that the king ſhoulde giue 
him ſomewhat to doeout of Daulphinois. This reſo- 
lution finiſhed, on wedneſdaie the ſecond of Aprill 
15 89. the horſe and footmen of Genens iflued forth, 
and marching towards Foſfgny wanne the Caſtle of 
- Monthou,& alittle towne called Bonne, brake down 
certaine bridges vpon the riuer of Arze,and-marched 
as farre as Saint 7orre,a caſtle belonging” viitothe Ba- 
ron of Ermanſſe,wherein they tound-(and ſent them 
to Genena) all the papers,remembrances, letters and 
commiſſions of the Duke of Sauoy and of his princi- 
pall officers, concerningtheſecretenterpriſes deuiſed 
againſt the ſtates of Berneand Geneua.

The Lord 7Yatenille Anoier, Generall of the 
armie of Berne, con{tderingand beholding thecoun- 
tenance and manerofthe Sauoyans, cauſedall his ar- 
mie to be raungedin orderofbattell, betweene Pill- 
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? TheTroubles 
»4y and Vieu, chooſing out of the ſamethree com- 
panies of Harguebuſiers and Musketiers , vnderthe 
{ling of Captaine Berole,Boſſey, and N.with the 
numberoftwenticArgoletiers or thereabouts, anda 
companie of harguebules of Geneua,lead by captain 
Iaques,to march forwards,whuch madethe point, be- 
ing ſecondedby the ſhotof Boiſtoli, he therewith ſe- 
conded by the Sauoyans footmento forfaketheiram- 
bu'ſcado,and Boiſtoliatthatinſtant ceazed vppon the 
caſtle of Tier.On the otherſide captaine Guinetwith 
onehundred ſhottaking the lower waie, fodainly ſet 
vpon the baricado of the horſe of Warnoz, where he 
ſlewall{uch of the Foſſigniersasrefiſted him, and put 
the reſt vnto flight. Caprtaine Iaques with his bands, 
following likewiſcafter the companies of foot, which 
hadlefttheirambuſcado vndera hedge, The Dukeof 
Sauoyes horſemen perceiuing that, Pala to retire, 
which the horſemen of Geneua(beeing placed in the 
{de waie betweene Vieuand Tier) being deſcended 
into the plaine field, and perceiuing the Dukes foote 


men to flie,trauerſed forcibly amongtheDukes horle 


which becauſe they wereincloſedoncachſide within 
aſtraightand narow lane, neere vntothe village of la 
Touer,had neither timenorleaſureto turnetheirhor- 
ſes,{o that ofal theirtroups there was notaboue three 
rankes,which couched theirlances againſtthecnimy, 
into one of the which captain Bois (lLeuetenantto the 
Lordof Varro.Colonell of the horſes of Geneua)en- 
tered, where being hurtinthemouth, he was conſtrai-

Which done(thoſe 
of Berne hauing the field, yeelded thankes vnto God 
for their great victorie)the Generall Vateuille cauſed 
thearmieto march towards Saint Toire, whereas the 
caſtle within few daiesafter yeelded by compoiition, 
which they burnt, Vatill cthattime the affaires of Ge- 
neuaſcemed to proſperand go forwards: but notlong 
after the Switſcrsand Grifons changed their courle,8: 
marched toward France by the waie of New caſtle,8: 
the Franche Counte,by which mcanes Geneua itſclf 
was forced to ſuſtaine thewhole charge and burthen 
of the wars,wherwith the Dukeof Sauoy being veric 
wel pleaſed,thoughttherby toattain vnto the effect of 
his deftres,he failed not to approchnere Geneva with 
apuiſſant armic,conſiſting of more then 16.thouſand, 
and greatſtore of ordinaunce for batteric : his Vaunt-

euard hauing done certaine {male exploytes in the 
Countrey of Foſligny, ſo that aboutthe beginning of 


themonethof Tune, heentredinto the balliage of Ter- 
nier, whereas with his Canon ſhot he battered anold 
towne,the ſouldiers whereof innumber about fortie - 


or fiftie,being readie to yeeld the ſamevntohim, hee 
promiſed to Eine their liues,but hauing entered, con- 
trarie vnto his faithand promile, hecauſedthemallto 


be hanged, From thence,to the end hemightaſtoniſh - 


thoſe of Geneua.and ſoconſtraine them forcibly with 
all humilitie to yeeld vnto him, when they ſhould ſce

foote of mount Iura, itis bordered and proſpected 
withan high hill named Creſdo (a worde {1gnifieng, a 
mount of earth raiſed on high) vnderthe which licth 
alittle plaine- aboute halfe a quarter of a league in 
breadth, atthe ende whereof thereisa village called 
Longeray. Pafling along the rocke ot ſtones of this 
mountTura.about the end thereof there is a ſtraight 
andnarow waie,winding in forme ofa ſcrpent, vpon 
the which a cart may veriewell paſſe, andby reaſon of 
the ſteepnes of the ſame, hauing the riuer of Rhoſne 
verieſwiftly running at the foot thereof, is verie eaſe 
to be kept.

Souldiers, 
with certaine places torthetr prouiſtons. Onthat ſide

aſlay with their Canon'to batter the fame, This Forte 
the Duke minding to fortifie , and makeit of greater - 
ſtregth,cauſed another fort to be made.naming it the 
Iitle Cluſe,being on the other ſide of theriuerof Rho- 
ſheoueragainſt theplacewherethoſe of Geneuahad 
battered itthe yere before,rightagainſtthe otherforr. 
Which done, heentred into theballiageof Gez,wher 
without reſiſtance, he tooke both the towne and Ca- 
ſtel: meanetime,pacifiyngthe Lords of Berne, he be. 
gan to make afortat Verſoy,therby to hinder on that 
{idethe paſſage to Geneua, both by water &byland.

It1sſcituated on theſideof the Lake,hauing two 
garcs,andariuer iſſuing outofthemountains named 
Verloy,the which by one of her braunches runneth 
through the midſtofthe bourg,&by theother paſſeth 
alon >befire the gate which gocth vnto G eneua, be- 
ſides this.there is the proportion of an olde caſtle, the 
wals whereof are yet ſtanding, with an high tower.

_ T:ewuewiththe ſaid Baron ſeuentiegally ſlaues, both

niſh thatwhich was begun at Verſoy, where they to- 

ether with the Countriemen and ſome ſouldiers,v- 
Fed ſuch diligence,and made ſo great expedition, that 
in ſhort time the ſayde Bourg became meruaylous 
ſtrong,and by them was named Saint Mawrice: which 
puffed the Duke vp with ſuch pride 8 aſſurance, that 
he called his Canons the keyes of Geneua, and at his 
departure he deſired the ſaid Baron veric earneſtly to 
doe his indeuour, This done.,in themoneth of Octo- 


ber 15 89, for thatthere happened diuerſe newe and 


ſtrange diſeaſes in his armie,hee retired with his ſoul. 
diers (in verie pittifull & languiſhing eſtate) vnto Sa- 
uoy.and from thence vnto Piemont.Allthis hedid in 

the moneths of June,luly, Auguſt, September 8& Oc- 
\ tober,with extreame deſolation of all the Countrie 
roundabout Geneua, ſpecially in theballiages of Gez 
and Ternier,wherein hee cauſed all actes of hoſttlitie 
to bee viſed and cxerciſed againſt his owne ,ſub- 
iectes , for that the ſeconde daie of September hee

manner before the Duke himſelte, inwhoſe preſence

Some women being hurt to death, rea- 
dy toyceldvp their ghoſts, (thoſe villains defirous to 
cnioy their companies) departedout of their liues,as 
they lay vnderthem. They likewiſe burntdiuers Vil 
lages,and manie Farmes, neere the forte of Cluze, ſo 
thatina manner, they lett deſſolate, and made waſte 
the moſt partofall the Villages thereabouts, depopu- {| 
lating the Countriebytheir barbarousand inhumain | 
cruelties, By which murthers itmay begathered, how |} 
Ys - manic Orphantsand fatherleſſe Children they haue 
h | made, liuing in greatmiſericand pouertie, howema- 
nieFamilies ruined and ſubuerted, and how manie 
honeſt houſes impoueriſhed and beggered. TheBa- 
ron dela Sarra in themeanetimelay not ſtil], but day- 
lieskermiſhed,and beat the boats which paſſed vp vn- 
to Geneua , and had divers times bragged and boa- 
ſted, aſwell by his Letters which wereintercepted by 
thoſe of Geneua, as by worde of mouth, that in ſhort 
ſpacehe would force the town to yeeld to the Duke, 
They of Geneua, percciuing themſclues abandoned 
of all men, conſidering likewiſe and feelingvery wel, 
that Verſoy, remaining inthat eſtate,dailic fortifieng 
it {clfe, wouldbeſuch a yoake vnto them, thatiinthe * 
end, it would beetheir vtter onerthrowe and confuſt- 
on, concluded to vieſome meanes .(by Gods helpe) j

589. keeping theirgates ſhut , that noman might

troupes to bee afſembled, in number about fiue hun-

tarieSouldiers : two companies of. Argoletiers , and 
two of Lances, vaderthe conduct of the Lord of Lur. 
bignie, (commanding the ſayd troupes,inthe behalte 
of the moſt chriſtian King, rogether with diuers wile 
andexpert Captains,) making their praters vito God * * 
with a full delberation:about ten ofthe clocke in the 

| _ nighriſſucd forth of Geneua, cariyng withthem cer- 
! _taineLathers, andpceces ofwoode, thereby to paſle 
; the riuer, within haltea leagueof Vertoy. Not long, 
before their iſſuing foorth, thereappcared in the Ele- 
menta great white circle which ſhonevery bright,at- 
terthe which followed certaine ficriePillers, whereat 
thoſe of Verſoy were aſtoniſhed, and being ina feare, 
ſaydthatthey of Geneuawould come and viſit them. 
But becauſc they had beeneinarmes all Thurſdaicat 
night, hauing watched vntill two of theclockeafter 
midnight: betweene Fridateand Saturdaie,the moſt 
partlayed them ſclues downetoſleepe: In the meane 
time, thoſe of Geneua marched forwards, and on Sa- 
turdate after midnight paſled the riuer, cloſeby a mill 
without any reſiſtaunce,comming about two of the 
clocke before Verfoy, where hauing receiueda bricfe 
inſtruction from their Generall, they deuided them- 
{clues into fourparts,the greateſt part ofthe footmen 
wenttowards the gate,opening vpon the conntrey of 
Vaut,there tovſe their enginewhich they kad purpo- | 
ſliebrought with them, and the moſt part ofthe Ar- 
goletiers,and.Fances. made a haltvppon the waies to

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ſome to go vntothe ſcaling ofthe fort, 8& thereſt' (be- 
ing ſeuenteeue in number) followed a peiſaunt, who 
with a Leauer on his ſhoulder,led them very quietlie, 
andexpertlye bctweene the Bourg and the Lacque, 
where he broughtthem vnto a certaine caſte paſlage, 
becing the entrie (through a little Janeorſtreat) into 
the fort, he himſelfe ſhewing them the way,mounted 
firſt vppe, incouragedthoſethat followed him to doe 
the like, which being perceiued by the ſenturell,they 
ſone preuented by kilting him: that done, thoſe ſeuen 
teen armed men, each man ung Partiſan or cour- 
telas in his hand, entredinto Verloy , where they be- 
eanto make amarueilous boucherie ofthe Dukes ſol- 
dicrs,hauing ſupprized them in Peir,Corps degarde. 
Which certaine Captaines hearing, awaked, and be- 
gan to make reſiſtance, but being {laine, as the Baron 
thought to haue ioyned vntothemwith the reſt of his 
troupes : they of Geneua, with their engine forced 
the gate of Copet,perſuing the exploit _— begun 
by the ſeuenteen men aforſaid. Thoſelikewile which 
ſcaled the walles;entred atthe ſame inſtant. Butas in 
ſpecedic exccutions, itis impoſſible for mentoſee into 
all places at once, and thatagainſtall hope, the place 
was ſo ſodainelie wonne, (dayeasyet notappearing) 
TheBaron.with the reſt ofhis Souldiers, and partof 
his flaues, found meanes with ſpeed to enterinto the 
Caſtell, wherein thereſtoode two Tentes, the Dukes 
4. Canons, andgreatſtore of warlike munition: but 
the victuals wer within thebourg whichwas preſent- 
lietaken, and almoſt three hundreth Sauoyans, Pia- 
montiltans, and Italians, remaining dead in the place 
and inthehouſes,not accounting Ph as were burnt, 
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with others ſore wounded, which ſaued them ſelues 
by night, (leaping ouerthewalles) andſogotte vnto 
the Caſtell of Baſtie, and of Gez, aboura league anda 
halfe diſtant fromy thence, whereintheDuke held ga- 
riſon. The Barron, who had diuers times threatened 
thoſe of Geneua, that he would conſtrain them by fa- 
mine, with halters about their neckes,tokneele betore 
the Duke ,, and ſubmit them ſelues vnto him, then 
tound him ſelfe to be incloſedwith his Souldiers, for 
the moſt partbeing in their doublets and hoaſe,with- 
out cither bread,wine,or water: yetneuertheleſſe,ma- 
king of neceſſitiea virtue, toaſtonith the victors, and 
mooue the Gariſons about him, as Thonon, Bonne, 
Sonzic,and Gez, to come vnto his aidandaſliſtance, 
as alſo to haſten the Lordeof Sonnas, not farre from 
thence,with foure or fiue Cornets of Lances, (for the 
Duke had promiſed him by letter,thatheſhould want 
noſuccours:) began moſt furiouſlic tothunder with 
his Canons, (their bullets waieng ſeuentene pounds) 
againſt the houſes of Verſoy , which hee continued 
vntillthree of theclockin the Euening,in which time 
hedidlitle or nothing at al indomage thoſeof Gene- 
ua,which had meanes to chuſeſuche places fortheir 
ſategard,as wereout ofthe force ofthis battery. They 
loſtinall fourc orfiue Soldiers, and aboutfſtxteene or 
eighteene hurt, and thoſealmoſtall by their own fol- 
lies. The Baron that day hauing diſchargedattheleaſt 
35- Or 40. thot, yetceaſed not to doe the likeall the 
_— being ſonday, (expecting his ſuccours,wher- 
of thoſe of Gex had made him aſigne,) and hurtwith 
Musketſhotſuchas diſcouered themſelues. But in the 
Euening,the water being cut from him,whercofhe, 
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hedeſiredatreatic of compoſition and.yeclding'vp, 


which was granted vnto'him.andthatmoregraciou- 


ſlie, then citherheor his, had anie waiesdeſerued, by 
reaſon of their infolencies committed:, whereof the 
Hiſtorieat large can well declareandhew forth : for 
they were ſuffered to. depart,with ſuch Atmes as they 
had, their matchcs nothghted, their Drumbsat their 
backes, two Enfignes wrapped vp, withalltheirbag- 
gageliyht inoughfor them to carie: in which maner, 
they were ſafe conducted vnto Gez,being in number 
about 200. men,in veriepoore eſtate, andaltogether 
aſtoniſhed ,.to haue bin ſo rudelic awaked andcom- 
pelled to receiue the ſame intertainment, which they 
threatnedto giuevnto thoſe of Geneua. The foure 
Canons,and the two other of the Dukes peeces;were 
drawnvnto Geneua, with fiftic barrels «i rs 
uers Iron bullets, and greatquantitic of Lead asalſo 
theremainder of their meal, wherof the ſoldiers. made 
great waſte, forthat at thetaking thereof, itwas more 
then 200. Quintals : They likewiſe brought awaie 
with them two Enfignes, andallthe Gally-ſlaues, -to 
thenumberofthree-ſcoreand ten, wherof the Lords 
permitted ſome to depart where they would, thereſt | 
willingly ſtaieng there, (being curteouſlie vſed) were

Geneuabecing freed, (yeelding thankes vnto God,) 
they foundthemſclues to begreatlic cafed,by reaſon 
that victuals began in great ſtore andaboundance to 
be broughtthither outofthe Countrey of Vaut, and 
ſo hath continued euerſince,their nauigation beeing 
free vntill this preſent, God bee thanked .. This done, 
they tooke diuerſe otherplaces aboutthem, which a- 
noted theverie much;they threw downediuers brid- 
gesand caſtles, And in theyeere 15 9 0. hauingouer- 
throwen the Baron of Ermanſſe, taken the towne of 
, Gez,&beaten down the caſtle, where the Duke loſt a 
great number of ſouldiers, they troubled the Dukes 
gariſonsin diucrſe places: atthelaſt they pon 
and conſidering the ſcituation of the place of Cluſe 
to be verie ſtrong,and thatit would bee a meanes to 
bridletheir towne8&keepe itin ſubiection(although, 
they eſteemed itbutloſt Iabouranie more to aſſaileſo 
difficult a place as that was to bewonne, asalſo being 
wonne, ot ſogreatand dangerous defence vnto ſuch 
as are notmaiſtexs ofthe field, and ſpecially on the 0-

withſtanding, the Lorde of Lurbignie peceiuing his 
{ſmaltroups(although they werebut hardly furnyhed 


wherby hemight force the fort,by mining,by throw- 


wherevpon on mondayatnight,hee cauſed amine to 
be made withgreatdiligence atthe footof the tower. 
They within hearing a noiſe therof, & hauing aflaied 
(burall in vaine)todriue the miners from their place, 
whichwrought outof their danger, the betterto find

! forthatinplace ofmakinga compoſition, the captain 
| - beganto ſpeakevery high and proudly: The Lord of 
Lurbigny cauſed him quickly to retire , &therewith 
continued the mine': whereat they within, required 
him to furſeaſe, promiſing him, that it their ſuccours 
did not come vnto them the next day within an hour 
aftertheappearing; ofthe daye,that thenthey woulde 
yeeldvptheplace,and depart withtheirarmes & ſuch 
neceflariesas they had, which was granted vntothem. 
Meanetime,the Sauoyantorces were aſſembled with 
greatdiligence fromal places,& vpon monday the 20 
of April,camevnto Chaſtillon in Michaille,within 2. 
leagues of thefort,marching towardes the ſame, but 
thecraggines of the wate which they had marched, 
had ſo weariedtheir footmen,thatthey were conſtrai- 
nedto licallthatnight within a league of the Cluze. 
On tuſdaie earliein the morning they entred into the 
field,being innumberabout 1500.men,& were com- 
 mandedby their leaders, todeuide and raunge them- 
ſelues into fiue Sq erent , one ſhould take 
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S | theway.leadingalong theriuerofRhoſhe,theſecond 
4 ſhould goe cloſe vnderthe mountaine : (Theſe two 
y were Lanciets.Piſtoletiers,and Petronels al horſmen) 
E andthe other three Squadrons al footmen with mur-

uerthrow the footmen of Geneua,who hauing diſco- 
nered theirfotces by litleandlitle began to retire,tece- 
d * ling themſcluesto weak fortheir enemies,nothauing 
; any horſ{men todeftend them. TheSauoyans, hauins 
d 3 ſentforth 2 ſpies todiſcouer their encmy,& vnderſta- 
ui 1 ding,that the copanics of Geneua began todiſlodge, 
oy E 2 made 
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-madehaſtafter them with a greatnoiſe and out-crie: 


While this happened,the time appointed for the yel- 


ding vp of the fort was now expired,and the Lordof 
Lurbigny, who had made the compolition, vnder- 


ſanding of theenemies approch, made a great noiſe 
with drums and trumpets, to the ende thatthe Cap- 
taine of the fort ſhould not hearethe cries and ſhouts 


which thoſe within the fortof Wachemade at the ap- | 


proching of their aide : and therewithall wrought 1o 
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ſpcedily,that hee cauſed the Captaineand eight and. . | 


twenty ſouldiers which he had lefthim,with two wo- 
menand fiue or {fixcof the Country men,which they 
had taken priſoners,to iſſue out of the fort, & in their 
place cauſed certaine pikes and muskets to enter in 8 
take poſleſlion of the ſame, ſpeedily coueying the cap- 
taineand his ſouldiers (all wearied, and parte hurt as 
they were)ſome parton their waic. Atthe fame time 
that the fort was yeclded vp, the Sauoyans began in 
oreatnumber tocomedowneyntothe fort, and per- 
ceiuing the retreate of three companies of Geneua, 
began to ſpread themſclues abroade,as they thought 
beſt,making their account thatnot'one of themſhuld 


eſcape their hands.,ſpecially truſting tothe ſuccour of 
the A rewhich they as yeteſteemed to beetheirs, and * 


whereof the Duke of Sauoy made ſo much account, 
that hebragged,thatwiththe ſame Fort & thirty men 
hehad driuenbacke,and coulde bridle awhole armie 


of Frenchmen and Switſers. Beeing thus diſperſed, | 


they began verie boldly to diſcharge againſt thoſe of | 


Geneua, who hauing by good happe, recouered the 


' fideofa hill, made them fo hard an anfwere, thattheir *# 
footmen inthe end were conſtrained to retire,butbe- | 
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ing rangedin order,they began afreſh charge, meane 
time thata greattroup of theirhorſe men,with certain 


armed men on foote approched verie necre vnto the 
fort,calling the Captain by his name,&di{plaicdone 
of theirbanderols,hauinga red croſlevpon theſame, 


but the an{were that they receiued was with musket

ſhor,which ouerthrew diuers ofthem, betides a great 


peece which ſo played vpon them.tharit flew diuerſe 


oftheir horſemen,wherewith the foot men of Gene- 
ua which wereon the one fide,gaue themſuchafreſh 
charge,that they retired withal {pced,8: beinga good 


diſtance fro the fort (percciuing that they had itaide 
ouer-long)inas good order as they could,they tooke 
the waie leading vntothe mountaine,leauing diucrſe 
of their companie dead in the place,andallthe wayes 


 eouered with their bloud,in ſuch manner, thatit jec- 
med abutcherie orſlaughter of cattell, The Lorde of 
Lurbigny and thoſe of Geneua were not alittle raui- 
ſhed with admirarion,not onely to ſee themſelues {o- 


foone tobe delivered of their enimics,and that with- 
out anic lofſe but onely three men ſlaine, & foure or 
fiuehurr, bur alſo thatthey were with ſuch ſpeed be- 
comemaſlers of the ſtrongeſt fort inall that countrie, 
for the which both thereand within the-town of Ge- 
neuathey yelded heartie thanks'vnto God:in the be- 
ſteging wherofthey loſtabourſeucn oreightmen, but 
preſently after they -perceiuing that the ſayde place 


could not veriewell be holden by them, not hauing 


ſufficient forces tokeep & defend fo many paſlages & 
waies.as well on the one {1de as the other of the fort 8& 
of the riuer of Rhoſne,cauſed the fort of Cluſeto bee 


blowen vp withpouder,which within certain weekes 


Ei'3 after 
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ſtoyed the moſt partofthoſe villages, which/atthis 
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after,vvas again ceaſed vpon by the Dukes forces,caus 
ſing itto be made ſomwhat longer,and aſmuchvnder 


the coucrtofthemountaine as hecolddeuiſe:but yer 


in {ſuch maner,that whoſocuer hath'the plaineon that 
{ide which butteth vpon Longeray and the Wache, 
mayecaſily compell them within the fortto abandon 

theſame. The Dukes gariſons lying in Foſſigny,being 
mouecd with the good ſuccefſe of thoſe of Geneuaza- 
bout the 20. of May,and the22. of April 1590. aftlem- 
bled themſelues togeather,and entred into diuers vil- 
lages on thatſ1dewithina lcagueot Geneua, and be- 
longing vato their maiſter,wherethey moſt furiouſly 
and in great rage tell ypon the poore Countrey men: 

whercot they {leweagreatnumber , notiparinganie 
one,no notthe women great with childe, noryet litlc 
children, torthatthey flew,murthered,and deſtroied 
by diuers torments,tothenumber of 62. perſons. On 
theother {1de, the Duke againe hauing taken, 8& new 
buile theForteof Cluze, vnder the conduRt of the ba- 
ſtard of Sauoy, ſentan armie of 5.0r 6.thouſand men 
intothe balliageof Gez, whicharmie in the moneth 
of Tune afterthey had flaineabout 250.men of Gene- 
va,madeamoſt horrible waſte & deſtruction through 
outall theballiage, ſlaying ſuch of the Countrie men 
as they found, tothenumber of 27, perſons,whoſc 
namesare recorded, committing ſuch villanics as are 
notto be rehearſed,and beforetheir depatture,burnt 
more then 60. good villages. On the fide of Ternier, 
intheyere 1589, about the month of Iunc,they made 
a fort (ina village named Sonzy,) calling the lame$S, 

Fatherines fort,wherein the Duke left his|greatſhot, 
vherewith, in fewe moneths, heethreatned to batter 
Geneua. The gariſon ofthis fort, hath ruinated & de- 
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day are notinhabited:thereremaineth onelie the bal. 
liags of Thonon,whercin there are {1xe or ſeuen ſcore 
villages, whichthe baron of Ermanſle,and his compa- 
nies do by little andlitle ſpoile and deſtroy,attending 
the comming of the Spaniards, Piemontoiſians, and 
otherot the Dukes troupes , toſetthem allon fire, as 
they haue doone the rclt, following their pretended 
rcſolutio,whichis,to make adelert within {ix leagues 
round about Geneua, it otherwiſe they can not bring 
their purpoſe abour,to get the town into their hands. 


Thus, oneof the moſtfaire, and fertilelitle countries | 


of Europe , hath in the ſpace ofeighteene monethes, 
bene fourragedand ſpoiledby their owne Lord: and 
yet.all this notwithſtanding, thoſe of Geneua, in the 
middeſtof ſo many diſcommoditics, haue continued 
without ſpoiling, being tufteined by a ſpeciall fauour 
from God himſelfe , and aided by certainefriendes, 
both farand neere, ſpeciallte the moſt Chriſtian king, 
who in diuers forts, accompanicd with good effects, 
hath ſhewen amoſtgreat aftedtiontowads them, 
Let this ſuffice you (gentle reader ) as a(cantling or ſmall 
proportion of one ofthe moſt memorable Hiſtories of our age, 
wntill ſuch time as it ſhall pleaſe God togine the meanes vn- 
to ſome others which thinke thereon, & whoſe memories may 
fernethem, to colleft and gather it in order more at large, 
to the end,that now you your ſelues, and your pujteritie after 
you, may ſee arid behold the wonders and miracles of almigh- 
ty God.V/nto whom be all honer,praiſe,and glory for the pre- 
ſernation of Genena,as vnto himonelie it appertaineth. 
Written at ſuch time as the troupes of Genena, aſſiſted by 
thiſe of the moſt Chriſtian king, ouerthrew three cornets of 
Spaniſh and Neapolitane horſemen , belonging vnto the 


Duke,and therewith tooke the ſlrone caſtle of. Baring in Foe 
feeny. © FINIS.
